ALL WILL STUDY TOGETHER. 


Co-operative Plan by Ministers of Dif- 
ferent Denominations.

Four Chicago ministers of four different 
denominations completed plans yesterday 
to preach and study on a codperative basis 
during the next four weeks for the purpose 
of solving, if possible, the live moral prob- 
lems of this great city. 

Sectarian prejudices are to be forgotten 
and the same sermons on the same topiceare 
to be preached simultaneously in the four 
churches. The ministers have agreed to 
meet together In one study room and work 
out the important thoughts to be used in 
each discourse. Competitive strife will be 
transformed into a new and helpful fellow- 
ship never before heard of in religious work 


Chicago. 

The idea for codperation in preaching, and 
especially in study, was suggested by Jenkin 
Lioyd Jones of All Souls’ church.

WOMAN AN MELEE 
AT WHITE HOUSE 


Iowa Representative’s Sister 
Is Carried Away After 
Trying to See the 

President. 


SCENE IS SENSATIONAL. 


Policemen Drag Richly Gowned 
Wife of Discharged Official 
Through Mud as Crowd 
Looks On. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 4.— 1 — 
A sensational scene occurred at the White 
house this afternoon in which the principal 
actor was an elderly woman—Mrs. Miner 
Morris, wife of a Washington physician. 

After being refused permission to see Pres- 
ident Roosevelt in the executive offices and 
refusing to leave, Mrs. Morris was forcibly 
ejected from the building, dragged roughly 
over a muddy driveway, and finally placed in 
a cab in which she was taken to a police sta- 
tion, and thence to the House of Detention. 

She was released from arrest some time 
later on deposit of $5 as collateral. 

Mrs. Morris is a sister of Representative

Considered Extremely Radical. 

These are, of course, only the broad, gen- 
eral lines along which the committee's report 
will be drawn. The filling in of details and 
the working of the recommendations into 
practical form will be a matter of several 
weeks, one, too, which the committee may 
not be able to carry through without making 
changes in its original plans. 

In the opinion of persons who heard these 
“tonclusions they are radical, indeed. The 
investments of life insurance companies in 
banks and trust companies was one of the 
most important subjects which came before 
the Armstrong committee in the course of its 
public hearings. 

Through its intimate relations with the 
trust company the insurance company was 
able, it was shown, to keep at its disposai 
yellow dog funds from which improper pay- 
ments. were made without becoming matters 
of record in the insurance company’s books. 
Through the trust companies, foo, the life 
insurance institutions were able to make 
fictitious sales and loans for the purpose of 
* window dressing at the close of the year. 

Large sums of money have been kept on 
deposit in the trust companies by insurances 
companies at low rates of interest and in 
nearly every ene of the subsidiary institu- 
tions of the large insurance companies the 
officers and directors of the Jatter have been 
stockholders. 


Most Profitable of Investments. 

With the exception of the officers and 
trustees of the New York Life, which dis- 
posed of its holdings to subsidiary companies 
several years ago, all the insurance wit- 
nesses before the Armstrong committee 
maintained that trust companies were the 
most profitable investments the life institu- 
tions had. 

The Mutual Life’s officers and directors 
declared that trust companies were a neces- 
gary development to modern insurance con- 
ditions; that the Mutual, for instance, prac- 
tically had to have some such institutionsas 
a safe depository for ite funds. Since the 

present scandal broke, however, both tha 
Saas and Mutual have decreased their 
deposits in su.sidiary institutions.

NOBODY KILLED IN NICARAGUA. 


Rumor That Town in Centra] America 
Had Been Destroyed by Earth- 
quake Proves Baseless.

Woman Not Insane, Friends Say. 


Neighbors of Mrs. Morris said tonight that 
she was an accomplished musician, a bright 
and witty woman, and had never shown in 
thelr presence any signs of insanity or ec- 
centricity. After her arrest Policeman Frick 
of the White house force went to the house 
of detention and preferred a charge of in- 
sanity against her. Physicians who were 
called in to examine Mrs. Morris pronounced 
her sane. 

A charge of disorderly conduct was then 
preferred against her, and she was released 
on depositing $5 as collateral. 

Up to April, 1903, Mrs. Morris’ husband 
was employed as a clerk in the army med- 
ical museum, a branch of the surgeon gen- 
eral’s office. He was dismissed under 
charges and Mrs. Morris’ stated purpose in 
going to the White house was to tell Pres- 
ident Roosevelt the circumstances of her 
husband's case and to ask for his reinstate- 
ment. 

It is understood that Dr. Morris was 
dropped from the Ar department rolls 
mainly at the instigation of Representative 
Hull, Mrs. Morris’ brother. According to 
what was said this evening by a person who 
knew the circumstances of the case, Rep- 
resentative Hull had been greatly annoyed 
by his sister and they were not on speaking 
terms. 

Dr. Morris is in Ohio, where he went, it fs 
said, to be at the bedside of his mother, who 
is dangerously III. Since his departure Mrs. 
Morris has en living in one of the prin- 
cipal hotels in Washington. 


Sends Her Card to President. 

It was a few minutes before 1:30 o'clock, 
the hour when the president usually goes to 
luncheon, that Mrs. Morris first appeared at 
the executive offices. She was dressed in 
clothes of expensive material and fashion- 
able make. Handing one of the White House 
attendants a card wpon which her name 
was engraved, she requested that it be taken 
to the president. 

The attendant told Mrs. Morrie to take a 
gent in the lobby with other persons waiting 
to see the president or his secretary. In a 
few minutes Benjamin F. Barnes, assistant 
secretary to the president, came out into 
the lobby and asked Mrs. Morris what her 
errand was. She told him that her husband 
had been dismissed from the public service 
and that she believed if she could see the 
president and talk with him she could con-

SCHIFF A PANIC PROPHET, 


| Banker Sees Disaster Unless Cur- 


rency System Is Changed. 


GIVES WALL STREET A FIT. 


| Explanation of Heated Words Robs 


Forecast of Its Terror. 


New York, Jan. 4.—[Special.}—In the heat 
of an earnest plea for some remedy for the 
present inelasticity of the currency system 
Jacob H. Schiff today startled the chamber 
of commerce with this declaration: 

“I do not like to play the réle of Cassan- 
dra, but mark what I say, if this condition 
of affairs is not changed, and changed soon, 
we will have a panic in this country, com 
pared with which the three that have pre- 
ceded it would be only child’s play.” 

In financial circles and on the stock en- 
change panic in miniature followed the pub- 
lication of this assertion by the head of Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co. 

To put his remarks in their true light Mr. 
Schiff later issued this statement: 

“ My remarks were dictated simply by the 
conviction that something must be done to 
correct our inelastic currency system if we 
are not to run in time into great disaster. 
We are trying to play the role of giants while 
still in our swaddling clothes. 

I the president could be made to see that 
this is a question of vastly more importance 
to the material interests of the country than 
that of railroad rate regulation, to which he 
has devoted himself with such admirable 
energy, congress would soon set at work to 
remedy our circulation evil in a manner 
which would safeguard our prosperity.” 


Financiers Adopt Resolution. 

The meeting of the chamber was attended 
by a large number of business men and 
financiers, and a resolution on the subject 
offered by Mr. Schiff was unanimously adopt- 
ed. This resolution was as follows: 
Resolved, That tt be referred to the committee 
on finence and currency (of the chamber of con- 
meree), to consider the recommendation of the 
secretary of the treasury made in hip report to 
congress, dated Dec. 6, 1905, to permit national 
banks to issue a volume of additional government 
guaranteed currency equa! in amount to O per cent 
of the bond secured currency maintained by them, 
but subject to a tax. of 5 or 6 per cent until re- 
deemed. 

Be it further resolved, Phat the‘ ebene on 
finance and currency submit « report at the next 
monthly meeting of the chamber upon the afore- 


treasury, together with any other different meas- 

which the committee may be able to suggest 
as efficient and practicable for the attainment of 
the purpose for which the recommendation of the 
secretary of the treasury has been submitted to 
congress. 

Apart from his declaration regarding an- 
other panic Mr, Schiff in his speech declared 
that he did not favor the plan proposed by 
Secretary of the Treasury Shaw for relief of 
the situation, it being his, opinion that the 
secretary’s plan would aid 
than legitimate business. 


Calls Money Market a Disgrace. 

Mr. Schiff favored a currency based on 
commercial paper as more helpful to the 
general business interests of the country. 

Mr. Schiff's remarks at the Chamber of 
Commerce follow: 

We have witnessed during the last sixty 
days conditions in the New York money mar- 
ket which are nothing less than a disgrace 
to any civilized country. There must be a 
cause for such conditions, It cannot be the 
condition of the country itself, for wherever 
you look there is prosperity—prosperity as 
we never had it before. It is true that our 
prosperity may be a contributory condition. 
It cannot be that the speculation which pros- 
perity always brings forward can be the sole 
reason for the conditions which we have 
witnessed and are still witnessing. Other 
countries have had wider speculation than 
the United States. 

“In France, in Germany, in England, spec- 
ulation is rampant and has been rampant 
at certain periods; and still you have never 
seen the money market for sixty days in 
such a condition that rates have varied all 
the way from 10 to 125 per cent. I say that 
is a disgrace to a civilized community. 

There must be a cause for it and we all 
know the cause. The cause is in our insuffi- 
cient circulating medium, or the insufficient 
elasticity of our circulating medium. Last 
year I went to the secretary of the treasury 
and said to him: 

The national banks are gorged with their 
deposits. Take out some of those deposits 
and prevent this condition, or else money will 
seek other countries. It will go Into enter- 
prises and undertakings out of which ft can- 
not be withdrawa when it is needed.” 


Points Out Shaw’s Mistake. 

“ The secretary answered me and said that 
he did not wish to withdraw any deposits now 
for he did not want to have the funds with- 
drawn when deposits might be needed; and 
he said he feared the criticism of the press 
which is always affecting our public officers. 
Then what happened was that he left the 
larger part of his d ts in the bank until 
last autumn. Last autumn he needed money 
and the country needed money, too, and at 
that time the deposits became very much re- 
duced. He did not deposit now, not because 
he did not want to mix up money matters, 
but he couldn’t spare the money. 

“The subtreasury is the depository of the 
money. So long as it is the subtreasury must 
play the réle which the Bank of England 
plays in the money market of England. 

“If money is easy in England the Bank of 
England goes into the market and borrows 
from the market. If money is tight in Eng- 
land the market goes to the Bank of England 
to get its money from the Bank of England. 
Unfortunately our subtreasury must play 
this réle; it cannot help it.

REVOLT IN RIGA 


Last Stronghold of the Strik- 
ers Battered Down with 
Artillery. 


1,600 “REDS” ARE. TAKEN. 


Eighteen Accused of Murdering 
Dragoons of the Guard 
Caught Asleep. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 4.—The revolt at 
Riga has been crushed after a two days’ bat- 
tle in which the troops with artillery bat- 
tered down the Provodnik rubber factory, 
where 5,000 strikers had intrenched them- 
selves. 

It is not known how many soldiers were 
killed in the fighting. More than 100 wound- 
ed were taken to the hospital. Sixteen strik- 
ers were killed and 1,000 captured. 

The strikers invaded the rubber factory 
before daylight Tuesday morning, after kill- 
ing a poligeman who was the only guard 
outside the building. 


Killed Dragoons Asleep. 

A detachement of twenty-two strikers then 
crept into an adjoining structure, where a 
patrol of dragoons was asleep, and murdered 
eight dragoons and six stablemen, and 
wounded eleven others. 

One man managed to escape and gave the 
alarm to the troops, two regiments of which 
with artillery and six quick firing guns ar- 
rived at the scene by daylight. 

In the meantime the revolutionists had 
thrown up barricades and a terrific fire was 
opened by the troops upon these defenses and 
on the factory. 

When the artillery fire had reduced the 
building to ruins 1,600 strikers surrendered. 
The other had escaped. These were taken 
prisoners. Among the prisoners were eight- 
een of the men who had murdered the sleep- 
ing dragoons. 

A heavy cordon of troops now surrounds 
the ruins of the factory. The soldiers are 
searching all comers and are making visita- 
tions to all the houses in the neighborhood, 
battering down the doors wherever there is 
the slightest delay in opening them, with axes 
which are now supplied to every soldier. 

The soldiers are in a bitter mood owing to

Campaign Along the Baltic. 

Government advices from the Baltic prov- 
inces are fairly satisfactory. The troops are 
acting energetically in all directions.

A person who has arrived here from Poti. a 
| seaport of Tramscaucasia, reports that the 
local population are armed with excellent 
rifies of} foreign manufacture and have driven 
out the Russian authorities.. The garrison, 
consisting only. of a squadron of Cossacks 
and a company of infantry, is afraid to ven- 
ture out of the fort. The Novorossiysk-Ros- 
toff railroad was in the hands of the strikers, 
and the person who has just reached St. Pe- 
tersburg traveled without à ticket on a card 
stamped by the chairman of the strike com- 
mittee. 

Boxes containing 42,000 revolver cartridges, 
shipped from Austria, have been seized at a 
railroad station at Odessa. 

Among the arms captured by the troops at 
Moscow were three automatic guns of Eng- 
lish make. 


Czer Aids Moscow Sufferers. 

‘Emperor Nicholas has sent $50,000 to Gov. 
Gen. Doubassoff for the relief of needy suf - 
ferers of the revolt at Moscow. 

Dispatches from Taganrog and Rostoff- 
on-Don report continued fighting in the revo- 
lutionary movement, in which several per- 
sons have been killed or wounded. 

At Radom, in Russian Poland, a bomb was 
thrown at the chief of police while he was 
walking in the street with his wife. The lat- 
ter was killed and the chief was terribly in- 
jured, both of his legs being torn off by the 
explosion. Some bystanders also were in- 
jured. 


CHECK ON THE DOUMA. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 4.—It is becom- 
ing evident that the constitution of the upper 
chamber of the douma will be completed 
before the elections for members of the pop- 
ular chamber can be held. The upper house 
will have 100 members. Of these fifty will 
be appointéd from members of the existing 
council of the empire. Of the fifty elected 
members twelve will be chosen by the no- 
bility and thirty-eight by the other classes. 
Its powers under the constitution will not 
be made public pending the election of the 
members of the popular house, but it assur- 
edly will have the greatest authority of con- 
servative revision of the proposals of the 
popular chamber. 

Knowledge that this senior assembly, 
whose members will come mostly from the 
ranks of the old bureaucracy, can practically 
annul the work of the newly granted douma 
is one of the grounds for expecting that the 
popularly elected house.may declare itself 
a constituent assembly and proceed to dratt 
a system of government without regard to 
the nonelected chamber. 

In view of the persistence of the railway 
strikes it is foreseen that the members from 
a distance may not be able to reach St. 
Petersburg in time for the opening of the 
douma, which is expected to occur in the 
middle of March at the latest, but the gov- 
ernment has given assurances that when 
150 members have assembled in the capitai 
they can proceed with their deliberations as 
a douma. The total membership of the house 
will be 532. 


CONDITIONS AT MOSCOW. 

MOSCOW, Jan. 4.— Against the brilliant 
conduct of the troops and police, the resist- 
ante of the insurgents in Moscow has been 
shattered. The legions have been dispersed 
and are fleeing in disorder. Many of their 
chiefe have been arrested and the others 
have fied far and wide.“

Fourth Class Boys Required to 
Take Dinner Under the 
Table. 


Anna polis, Md., Jan. 4.—Midshipman Worth 
W. Foster of New Albany, Ind., was placed 
on trial today on the charge of hazing Mid- 
shipman Chester . Roberts of Joliet, III. 

The charge is supported by four specifica- 
tions. The first charges that Roberts was 
compelled to stand on his head, the second 
that Foster compelled him to hang from the 
clothes locker, and the other time that he 
made him get under the table during the 
progress of a meal. Foster plead not gullty 
to the charge, and all the specifications. 

Midshipman Chester 8. Roberts was the 
first witness. He identified the accused by 
name. 
the school had opened Foster had ordered 
him to report to Foster’s room, and he had 
done so. Foster had ordered him to go in the 
small room, and that some one had then held 
his thumb in four positions, these indicating, 
he said, that he was in succession to tell his 
name, where he wat from, who he succeeded 
in the academy, and to get on his head. He 
was then compelled to do No. 16,” and then 
to hang on the locker, both of which he did. 
He then was asked if he could hear any better 
at the table. 

Roberts said he was told twice to get un- 
der the table, and on one of these occasions 
he thought Foster had told him to get under 
the table, and he had been handed his des- 
sert by Midshipmen Rice and Buchanan. He 
explained that by the unwritten law of the 
academy only a first class man could @rder 
a midshipman under the table, and the judge 
advocate finally secured the admission that 
Foster was the only first class man at the 
table. 


Witnesses Against Foster. 

Second classman Willigm L. Beck said that 
to the best of uls knowledge and belief Fas- 
ter had sent Roberts under the table. 

Midshipman John C. Campbell said that he 
had heard Roberts ordered under the table 
by Foster. This was the first witness besides 
Roberts who said directly that Foster had 
given the order to get under the table. 

Midshipman Jonas H. Ingram, a second 
class man, said’ he had seen Roberts sent un- 
der the table, and fixed the time as within 
a week or ten days of the day of the West 
Point football game, Deg. 2. The time named 
in the specification is Dec. 10 or thereabouts. 
In answer to a question as to who sent Rob- 
erts under the table, Ingram said: 

If I were asked that question by a class- 
mate I would say that Foster did, but there 
is some doubt in my mind. I feel that he 
did it.“ 

‘Testimony for the Defense. 

Midshipman L. M. Atkins was the firet 
witness called for the defense. He said 
that he was the ranking midshipman officer 
at the table where Foster and Roberts sat 
and that he was responsible for the conduct 
at the table. On cross-examination the wilt- 
ness said he did not believe any but a first 
classman would send a fourth classman 
under the table unless permission to do 80 
had previously been asked of the first class- 
man present. He also said that a midship- 
man might be under the table at the other’ 
end from him and he not know it. 

Allen Chantry Jr., who leads the gradua- 
tion class and is cadet lieutenant commander 
in command of one of the battalions, was 
introduced to show that sending under the 
table was not distinctly a first class rate. 
He testified to that fact, but said that an 
under classman wag not likely to do such a 
thing in the presence of a first classman 
without asking permission of the latter.

Jan. 4 Dr. 
Charles Eliot Norton, professor of art in 
Harvard university, has written a letter to 
Miss Anne Hall of Cincinnati indorsing her 
theory, recently expounded. that infirm and 
weak persons should be put to death. He 
says: 

Dear Madam—You ask me to express my 
opinion in such form that it may be given 
to the public concerning prolongation of life 
by medical and surgical science when it can 
be prolonged only at the cost of misery. I 
have no objection to doing so. | 

“The matter of late has acquired a neW 
claim to consideration owing to the rapid 
advance in knowledge and skill alike by phy- 
sicilans and surgeons and to the application 
of this increased knowledge and skill to 
lengthen wretched lives. 

The principle that it is a duty to prolong 
every human life so long as possible, at 
whatever cost, hitherto has been generally 
accepted. 


Life Saving Pressed Too Far. 

Its main support has been the doctrine of 
the sacredness of human life. and this has 
been reinforced by two practical considera- 
tions of great weight: One, freedom, by the 
physician or surgeon from all responsibility 
as to the decision of a question that is grave 
in any case, and in which a mistake in judg- 
ment might be severely blameworthy; the 
other, a natural desire on the, part of mem- 
bers of the medical and ‘surgical profession 
to exhibit the resources of their art in master- 
ing extreme difficulties. 

The doctrine and practite have both been 
pressed too far. 

There is no ground in reason to hold every 
human life as inviolably sacred and to be pre- 
served, no matter with what results to the 
individual or others. On the contrary there 
are lives to which every reasonable consid- 
eration urges that an end should be put. 

Setting aside all doubtful cases, no right 
thinking man would hesitate to give a dose 
of laudanum sufficient to end a suffering life 
of a viciism of an accident, from the torturing 
effects of which recovery was impossible, 
however many hours of misery might be 
added to conscious life by stimulants or sur- 
gical operations. 


Life Saving Criminal Cruelty. 

Nor should a reasonable man hesitate to 
hasten death in the case of a mortal disease, 
such, for example, as cancer when it has 
reached the stage of incessant severe pain 
and when the patient desires to die. 

Prolongation of life in such cases by what- 
ever means is mere criminal cruelty. 

Or, take another instance, that of an old 
person whose mind has become chaotic, and 
whose wild imagination is productive of con- 
stant distress, not only to the sufferer but 
ts all who love and attend him. 

The plain duty in such a case is not to pro- 
long. but to shorten life. It is not to be hoped 
thet the tradition that life must be prolonged 
at any cost readily will yield to arguments 
of reason or the pleadings of compassion, but 
a discussion of the subject in its various 
aspecta, may lead gradually to a more en- 
lightened public opinion, and to a consequent 
relief from much misery.

BIG CORPORATIONS PROFIT 
BY CLERK’S TAX REBATES. 


‘Incompetency of Assistant in New York 
Controller’s Office Held Responsible 
“for Great Losses to State. 


Albany, N. T., Jan. 4.—[Special.]}—Tax re- 
by which the tobacco trust and a score 
of other big corporations profited illegally 
to the extent of many thousands of dollars 
at the expense of the state is the basis ofa 
scandal that hangs over the office of State 
Comtroller Otto Kelsey tonight. Mr. Kelsey 
is not touched personally by the charges 
that are laid against one of his principal 
subordinates, John J. Merrill, chief corpora- 
tion and tax clerk. 

Frank White, a well known corporation 
lawyer and lecturer on corporation law at 
the Albany law. school, is Merrill’s accuser. 
The allegations are twenty-eight in number 
and cover these charges: 


That Merrill is incompetent, that he has 


been guilty of willful and intentional miscon- 
duct, that he exhibits in the performance of 
his work a gross incapacity and inefficiency 
which wholly unfit him to discharge the 
duties of his office, and which enable corpora- 
tians subject to assessment to escape their 
lawful obligations to the state. 

Mr. White names the following companies 
as having profited by discriminating rebates: 
The American Tobacco company, the Amer- 
ican Cigar company, the New York Belting 
and Packing company, the Globe School 
Rook company, the National Casket com- 
pany, the Brooklyn Warehouse and Storage 
company, the Waterbury Rubber company, 
the Metropolitan Opera and Real Estate 
company, Francis H. Leggett & Co., the 
American Chicle company, the International 
Silver company, the National Candy com- 
pany, the National Starch company. 


21 MINERS ARE ENTOMBED; 
ALL PROBABLY PERISHED. 


Explosion and Subsequent Filling’ of 
Chennels with Gas Thought to Have 
Killed All in West Virginia Shaft. 


Bluefields, W. Va., Jan. 4.—Twenty-one 
miners in the Coaldale comparly’s shaft at 
Coaldale, W. Va., probably were killed by an 
explosion at noon today. There were three 
white and eighteen colored men entombed. 
No hope is held out that any of them es- 
caped death. 

Gases are pouring forth from every entry 
to the mine. If all the men were not killed 
instantly by the explosion, it is believed that 
they must have succumbed to the great ac- 
cumulation of gaseous substances. 

One body was discovered a hundred feet 
away, so mutilated that it is unrecognizable. 

The explosion was of terrific force and 
caused intense excitement throughout the 
surrounding country, many people believ- 
ing an earthquake had occurred. The fans. 
mining cars, and most of the property used 
in the mines are supposed to have been 
blown to pieces. 

Great crowds were attracted by the disaster 
and a large rescuing party soon began work. 
They were helpless to accomplish anything 
until new fans were put into position to force 
the gases ahead so that the rescuers might 
enter the shaft. This will require some 
twelve or fifteen hours. 


CORPORATIONS TO BE FINED. 


Nearly 800 in Chicago Have Failed to 
Beport Whether They Are Mem- 
bers of a Trust. 


Springfield, II., Jan. 4.—[Special.}—Secre- 
tary of State James A. Rose today certified 
to Attorney General Stead the namesof about 
1,200 corporations doing business in IIlinole 
that have not complied with the state law 
as to whether or not they are a part of any 
trust or combine.

INQUIRY DEEPENS 


Brother-in-Law of Man Killed 
in New Haven Arrested 
and Released Later. 


MURDER ALREADY SHOWN 


Physicians Explode Suicide The- 
ory; Weapon Is Not Found, 
Though House Is Torn Up. 


New Haven, Conn., Jan. 4.—[{Special.]—Al- 
lan Maxcy Hiller, brother-in-law of Charles 
A. Edwards, New York, who was killed ina 
mysterious manner Tuesday night, was ar- 
rested tonight and for a time locked up at 
police headquarters. 

Hiller’s arrest. followed a five hours’ exam- 
ination by Coroner Mix in the afternoon. 

At 10 o’clock tonight Hiller was taken from 
the police leckup by two detectives to the 
coroner’s office for further examination. This 
hearing before the coroner was secret, no one 
being present but the coroner and the we 
messes, 

At midnight Coroner Mix adjourned the 
hearing until tomorrow. Hiller had been on 
the witness stand until the moment for ad- 
journment. He was taken to his home ina 
carriage. A policeman accompanied him, to 
remain there on guard all night. 

Coroner Mix declined to make any state- 
ment. Earlier in the evening the coroner 
had announced that Hiller’s detention was 
merely temporary in order to insure his pres- 
ence at the inquest. 


Mystery Grows Deeper. 

At the close of the inquest tonight there 
seemed to be more mystery attached to the 
case than at any previous time. It is un- 
derstood that no direct evidence bearing upon 
the actual shooting has been produced. 

Hiller’s detention after the early session 
of the inquest was the sensational develop- 
ment of the day. When locked up at police 
headquarters he was on the point of col- 
lapse. He gesticulated wildly and talked ir- 
rationally in his cell. 


Hiller Prominent Man in City. 

A. Maxcy Hiller is one of New Haven’s 
best known men and is connected by blood 
and marriage ties with many of the aristo- 
cratic families of Connecticut. The violent 
death of Mr. Edwards, who married Mr. Hu- 
ler’s only sister, also comes equally close to 
families which are intimately connected with 
the upbuilding of Yale university. 

Mr. Hiller and his brother, Charles A. Hil- 
ler, With a former servant, Miss Benzonaa, 
were called into the inquest by Coroner Mix 
in the afternoon. For five hours they were 
subjected to a rigid examination. The line 
of inquiry was almost entirely into the affairs 
of the Hiller family, centering upon the re- 
ported trouble between A. Maxcy Hiller, 
his brother Charles, and his sister, Mrs. Ed- 
wards, wife of the victim of the shooting. 

It is understood that admismons were 
made that the disagreements between Maxcy 
Hiller and his sister, Mrs. Edwards, were 
bitter, and that the alleged enmity of the 
former extended to Mr. Edwards. It is un- 
derstood that thecoroner, in the course of his 
all day inquiry, has found that Mr. Edwards 
had often told his friends that Maxey Hiller 
had made threats against him. 

Medical Examiner Bartlett, who was in 
charge of the autopsy, has prepared his re- 
port, It is stated that the report will show 
that Mr. Edwards was killed by a bullet of 
twenty-two caliber, which penetrated the 
brain. 

The weapon used must have been held close 
to the head. The point whether the pistol 
was held by Mr. Edwards or another person 
is not yet made clear, as the coroner has not 
announced the medical examiner’s verbal 
report, but it is understood that an opinion 
has been expressed that such a wound might 
have been self-inflicted, but in this instance 
it was unlikely. 


Weapon Is Not Found. 

The coroner has not yet found the weapon 
used in the shooting, in spite of the rigid 
search made for it, even to overhauling the 
old Hiller homestead by aid of plumbers and 
carpenters, 

Interviews given during the any by the 
Hiller brothers and by friends of the family 
ali seemed to indicate that there had been 
serious family: differences over the estate of 
the late Mrs. Abigail Hiller, whose death oc- 
curred on Nov. 9, 1905. She was the mother 
of Charles A. and A. Maxcy Hiller and of 
Mrs, Edwards, wife of the victim of thetrag- 
edy. According to the statements made the 
chief difference was over the appointment of 
an administrator of the estate, which is of 
considerable value. 

In an interview given out before his ex- 
amination by the coroner this afternoon 
Allan M. Hiller suggested a possible motive 
for sutcide.

Throughout 
the interview Mr. Hiller seemed positive that 
Mr. Edwards’ ceath was due either to apo- 
plexy or to suicide. 


Says Woman Left a Will. 


To the best of his belief, Hiller said, his 
mother left a will, and it was in a safe in the 
Hiller homestead where his brother Charles 
has lived for several months. Thekey of this 
safe, Hiller said, had disappeared, and the 
safe had not been broken into, he explained, 
because it had been expected that the key 
would be found. Mr. Hiller added that his re- 
lations with Mr. Edwards were friendly, and 
that he never had had an argument with him. 

Charlee A. Hiller, when asked about the sft- 
uation in regard to his mother’s estate, said 
that on Tuesday evening, after Mr. Edwards 
returned to the Hiller residence from the re- 
ception which he had attended, they had an 
hour’s chat. There was a discussion, Mr. 
Hiller said, as to the settlement of Mra 
Hiller’s estate. About 11 o’clock that night 
Mr. Edwards bade him goodnig.t and went 
to his room, apparently in good spirits. He 
did not see him Uwe afterward. 

From a friend of the Hille family it was 
learned today that Charles Hiller and Mr. 
and Mrs. Edwards were agreed in desiring 
the appointment of a New Haven banker as 
administrator of the estate of airs. Hiller,

Brother-in-Law Explains. 


In explanation of his failure to hear any 
report of a revolver during the night, when 
the bullet which killed his brother-in-law 
sped to its mission, Charles A. Hiller said 
that he sleeps habitually muffied in blankets, 
even to his head, as he is naturally subject 
to chills. With his head thus covered he 
might not be aroused by even so sharp a 
sound as a revolver shot in the next room. 

Three persons only are said to have had 
keys to the Hiller homestead, Mrs. Edwards, 
A. Maxcy Hiller, who lives with his wife and 
children in a beautiful home on Temple 
street, and Charles A. Hiller. The latter’s 
home is in Kansas, and his family live there, 
but Judge Hiller has been in New Haven for 
some time, having been called here on ac- 
count of the Ill health of his mother.

The presence of Dr. Abram Winegardner 

Harris in Eyanston yesterday and his inspec- 
“tion of the various departments of North- 

western university led to a conclusion that 
negotiations are pending still to persuade 
him to accept the presidential chair of the 
university. 

For two days Dr. Harris, who ie the head 
of the Jacob Tome institute, Port Deposit, 
Md., and was offered the presidency of 
Northwestern last March, has been the guest 
of James A. Patten, a trustee, at his resi- 
dence, 1426 Ridge avenue. During that time 
he tras been shown the college of liberal arts 
in Evanston, with its different supplemental 
schools, and spent yesterday inspecting the 
schools of law, dentistry, and pharmacy in 
the Northwestern building at Lake and Dear- 
born streets. 

Last evening he was the guest of honor at 
a banquet given by Mr. Patten at his resf- 
dence. Neafly all the trustees and repre- 
sentatives of the various faculties were pres- 
ent, but the dinner was declared to be an in- 
formal affair given by Mr. Patten for eight 
or ten of his friends.” 

The same noncommittal attitude was taken 
by the guests after their departure from Mr. 
Patten’s residence. Each of them\ascribed 
Dr. Harris’ visit to Northwestern to a de- 
sire to become acquainted with the great 
pedagogical institutions of the country. 

The general opinion among students was 
that Dr. Harris had been invited to look over 
the school with the object of considering a 
possible renewal of the invitation to become 
its head.

as Cure for York chamber of com- 
merce today. The re- 
Dishonesty. port was made by An- 
é ton A. Raven, chair- 
man of the chamber’s committee on insur- 
ance, to which had been referred a resolu- 
tion declaring that in the opinion of the 
chamber additienal legislation was necessary 
for the proper regulation of life insurance 
companies and kindred organizations. This 
committee has concluded that no restrictive 
legislation can insure honesty of administra- 
tion and enforce economy. 

“The atmosphere of our commercial life 
has become impregnated with an undue de- 
sire for wealth and power,“ says the report. 
“To attain these ends apparently no means 
have been left unemployed. Attempts have 
often been made to influence legislators, and 
large sums of money have been used to that 
end. This has not been unattended by the 
betrayal for personal gain or advantage of 
the high trusts which have been committed 
to them. Honesty of administration and 
economy, the essential features in all fidu- 
ciary positions, must of necessity be left to 
the directors as well as the executive offi- 
cers. Publicity is really the best means of 
keeping those who hold fiduciary positions 
ynder the eye of the public. It thereby gives 
to the officers and directors a realizing sense 
of the obligations resting on their adminis- 

tion, as has been evidenced by the rapid- 
ity with which reforms have been instituted 
since publicity has been given to the internal 
affairs of these companies. 

“The fundamental cause of maladminis- 
tration of the companies named has evi- 
dently been the lost ideal and the forgotten 
ethica] conception of the sacred trust in- 
volved in the administration of life insur 
ence funds.“

CITY "0 INSPECT SIGNS. 


STIRRED TO ACTION BY D 
Donn RECENT GALE. 


Street and Duilding Departments Be- 
gin Investigation Into Reckless and 
Dangerous Manner in Which Bill- 
boards Are Placed—Lack of Ordi- 
mance Regulating Their Construc- 
tion Held Responsible—West Madi- 
son Street Merchants Offend Worst, 


Aroused by the fatalities due to the flerce 
gale which swept over Chicago Wednesday, 
and by the apparent reckless manner in 
which many billboards and projecting signs 
are put up, the city street and building de- 
partments yesterday began a ri in- 
vestigation and inspection of all over ging 
signs and billboards. 

Three deaths marked the path of the sixty 
mile gale, and many persons were injured 
severely by being struck by falling signs and 
fiying fragments of glass. One death, that 
of Thomas D. Henderson, 581 Jackson boule- 
vard, may be traced directly to a filmsily 
constructed billboard on the roof of the one 
story building forming a part of the old 
Waverly theater, 456 West Madison street. 

Peter Oberg, 13544 Buffalo avenue, was the 
second victim of the storm. He was return- 
ing home from work late Wednesday night. 
Blinded by the rain and sleet, he was struck 
by a Michigan Central passenger train at 
One Hundred and Nineteenth street and in- 
stantly killed. The body was found by a 
policeman in the morning. 

The third victim was H. R. Wellman of 
Riverside. He was killed by a Burlington 
train while blinded by an umbrella. 


Braces for Dangerous Signs. 

The billboards, one of which fell and killed 
Henderson, are said to be owned by the Gun- 
Hing company and the American Bill Post- 
ing company, and are among the most dan- 
gerously placed signs in Chicago. Appre- 
hensive of further accidents, the owners sent 
workmen, who were busy constructing new 
supports and braces on the signs left stand- 
ing by the wind. 

So far as bilboards are concerned there 
practically is no city inance regulating 
their construction, and fn regard to project- 
ing signs, aside from "teas electrically 
equipped, the city council’s known kindness 
in granting pérmits for them practically 
makes the law covering the subject a dead | 
letter. 

Among the worst offenders in the way of 
overhanging and projecting signs are some 
of the merchants along West Madison street. 
Pedestrians are in constant danger of being 
struck by falling signs along the entire 
length of the street from the river to Western 
avenue. 

On the south side of the street in the block 
between Morgan and Aberdeen streets, fifty- 
three signs of every description are swing- 
ing, dangling, and creaking in the wind. This 
is an average of four signs to a building, and 
forms a menace to life and limb which few 
persons who daily pass under them are 
aware of. 


Gets Restraining Order. 

A year ago the billposting companies ap- 
plied for an injunction to restrain the city 
from enforcing the then recently paseed 
billboard ordinance, but Judge Chetlain held 
the ordinance good and denied the applica- 
tion. Later the Gunning company secured a 
restraining order. 

The city appealed the Gunming case and 

carried it to the Supreme court, which, ina 
ruling handed down April 17, 1005, held the 
ordinance invalid because of unjust discrim- 
ination and of provisions allowing unlawful 
destruction.of property.

ADOPT RULES FOR 
CHARTER MAKING. 


Delegates Decide Methods of 


Procedure and Adjourn, 


Subject to Call. 


TALK TO BE LIMITED. 


Committees to Number Fourteen, 
One of Them to Have Gen- 
eral Charge. 


The Chicago charter convention is nearly 
ready for business. At its session yesterday 
afternoon in the city council chamber rules 
of procedure and organization were adopted 
providing for fourteen committees, of which 
one, to be composed of twenty-three mem- 
bers, will be known as the committee on 
rules, procedure, and general plan, and in 
effect will be the steering committee of 
the convention. 

The other committees will have a member- 
ship of thirteen each. All committees are to 
be appointed by Judge Orrin N, Carter, chair- 
man of the convention. By general under- 
standing this power was given to Judge 
Carter before the convention formally adopt- 
ed its rules, and he has had the selection of 
committeemen in mind for a week. 

He announced at the close of the session 
that no committees would be named until 
he had further opportunity to @iscuss their 
needs with the various delegates. When 
these committees have been announced the 
convention will be ready for its real work. 


Two Debates on All Propositions. 

The plan of procedure allows two debates 
on all propositions which it is sought to in- 
clude in the new charter. One debate will 
come on a preliminary report of the general 
plan” committee and another on the final 
report of all the committees. 

A majority of the convention declared that 
two talks on each subject were about all 
they could stand for. The rules, as amended 
at the suggestion of Ald. Snow, provide that 
matter shall go first to the committees and 
be framéd in the form of a preliminary report 
to the convention and ‘by it be referred to 
the steering committee without debate. 

With these preliminary reports as a basis 
the steering committee will formulate a 
„declaration of principles and these will 
come back to the convention for the first 
debate. 

Here the first opportunity is to be given 
the delegates to discuss what is to be in the 
new charter and how it is to go in. Then 
the subjects will go back to the various com- 
mittees for a final report, and when this 
comes in another chance for debate will be 
offered.

It was decided further that by a vote of 
a majority a quorum, providing it should 
be not less than twenty-six delegates, could 
recall any matter from any committee and 
place it before the convention. 

Alexander Revell secured the adoption of an 
amendment which gives the committee on 
parks and public grounds the authority to 
take up the question ef an outer belt park 
system.

Polish Printers May Compromine. 

The Rev. Francis Gordon, manager of the 
Polish Daily, News and head of the commit; 
tee representing the five Polish newspapers 
which have been tied up by the walk out of 
printers, was met by Secretary Harding of the 
Typographical union yesterday and a com- 
promise is likely to result from a meeting to 
be held today. The Polish publishers have 
agreed to grant the eight hour clause but 
say they cannot afford to pay the 25 
per cent increase in wages which the men 
demand. Father Gordon said the men had 
given the employers no time to discuss their 
demands before they walked out, but that 
the publications that have been tied up tem- 
porarily as a result of the strike probably 
will resume business today or tomorrow. 


1 New Trial for Pickets. 


The granting of a new trial by the Appel- 
late court to the four’ brass molders con- 
victed in 1908 of conspiracy to injure non- 
unlon employés of the Western Electric and 
Stromberg-Carlson companies is looked upon 
by union officials as a reversal of Judge Bren- 
tano’s decision and a complete victory for 
the union men, who, they declare, were un- 
justly sentenced. 

In granting the new hearing Judge Brown 
of the Appellate court held that the fact that 
the men had participated in the work of 
pickets, as long as their work merely was 
that of intercepting and interviewing the 
nonunion men, did not prove that they were 
conspirators to do personal injury. This, say 
labor leaders, is at variance with the word- 
ing and the spirit of all recent injunctions and 
is a justification of peaceful picketing.“ 
which is not permitted in the present print- 
ere strike.

NEW SYSTEM IS PREPARED 
FOR IMPANELING OF JURIES. 


Executive Committee of Civic Federa- 
tion Will Submit Plan Removing 
Present Evils to Next Legislature. 


Aroused to action by the city’s experience 
in impaneling the Gilhooley jury, which 
cost the public about $18,000, the executive 
committee of the Civic federation has pre- 
pared a plan for a new system of impaneling 
juries for criminal cases in Chicago by which, 
it is asserted, the evils arising from the pres- 
ent system will be removed. ; 

In @ report prepared by Attorney Howard 
O. Sprogle, a member of the committee, and 
issued yesterday, the committee, which has 
been investigating the systems now used 
by several other American cities, outlines 
its plan. 3 

This, in brief, is to adopt, in its essential 
features, the system now in use in New 
York. By a law, which the New 
York legislature in 1896, it is the duty of the 
commissioner of jurors to select from the Hst 
of persons qualified to serye as trial jurors 
as many special jurors as may be directed 
by the justices of the appellate division of the 
Supreme court. . 

In addition to the qualifications required 
for trial jurors, these persons must possess 
certain special qualifications, specified by 
the law, upon which they are examined by 
the commissioner. In this way the examina- 
tion of veniremen as to preliminary qualifi- 
cations is eliminated before the court. 

The committee has received enthusiastic 
indorsements of the plan from District At- 
torney Jerome and Thomas Allison, com- 
missioner of jurors of New York. A special 
committee has been appointed to draft a bill 
to be submitted to the next legislature and 
to pr further data on the subject.

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HARDING ASKS FOR TERMS 


BESTED IN LONG DIVORCE FIGHT, 
SEEKS A SETTLEMENT. 


Begins Negotiations with Wife to Ad- 
just Claims of $85,000 Said to Be 
Due Her in Unpaid Alimony, Fol- 
lowing the Decision of the Califor- 
mia Court Reversing the Decree 
Granted Him After Woman Secured 
One in Hilineis. 


Defeated, at least for the time being, in his 
divorce litigation, and actuated by financial 
considerations, George F. Harding is seeking 
a settlement with his wife, who separated 
from him in 1897. 

This transpired yesterday in connection 
with the announcement that the California 
Supreme court had reversed its decision up- 
holding the divorce which Harding secured 
in that state subsequent to that obtained by 
his wife in Illinois. 

The subject of the settlement being nego- 
tiated by W. H. Barnum, representing Hard- 
ing, and Pliny Smith, representing Mrs. 
Harding, is the amount of back alimony 
which is due the former wife. As estimated 
by the decision of Judge Gibbons, the amount 
in arrears totals $35,000. Mrs. Harding 
claims in addition divers other indemnities 
resulting from the expense of litgation, 
bringing the total up to $50,000. 


Reasons for the Surrender. 

The surrender of Harding is the direct re- 
sult of the loss of his case in the United 
States Supreme court, combined with his 
financial needs. If the Supreme court had 
decided in his favor he would have refused 
to settle the back alimony, according to At- 
torney Barnum, who cited numerous deci- 
Mons sustaining such refusal. The Supreme 
court ordered the California Supreme court 
to reverse its decision upholding the Cali- 
fornia decree, which Harding obtained on 
the ground desertién, asserting that the 
previous Illinois divorce was by agreement. 
The California tribunal, in obeying the order 
of reversal, remande the case for retrial to 
the Superior court. Harding would there- 
fore have a chance to continue his long 
filibustering fight against his divorced wife. 

Apparently, however, Harding has surren- 
dered, although his son, Victor, represent- 
ing Mrs. Harding, expressed himself yes- 
terday ag doubtful that the litigation was 
ended. At any rate, soon after the Supreme 
court decision was first announced his rep- 
resentatives approached Mrs. Harding with 
a proposition of settlement. For years he 
had been trying to induce Mrs. Harding to 
join with him in the signature of deeds and 
other legal forms for the transfer of prop- 
erty. Mrs. arding consistently had re- 
fused. Harding, therefore, proposed that he 
would settle the back alimony if Mrs. Hard- 
ing would do her part in the legal execu-

Whether the committee has any idea of 
taking into account also the holdings of in- 
dividual officers and directors in subsidiary 
companies is not known, but it practically 
is certain that a recommendation will be in- 
cluded in the report to the effect that in- 
surance directors should have no conflicting 
connections. 


Practically Control Many Concerns. 

The Equitable’s report for Dec. 31, 1904, 
shows that the society owns $1,316,100 par 
value of Equitable Trust company’s $3,000, - 
000 capital stock. With the holdings of 
officers and directors added that institution 
easily controls the trust company. 

The Equitable and Mutual together just 
about control the Fifth Avenue Trust com- 
pany. The Mutual Life, according to its 1004 
statement, owned $885,800 par value of the 
8 Trust company's capital stock of 
$2,000, The officers have testified before 
the A rong committee that the company 
and its officers practically control the Mor- 
ristown Trust company. 

The Equitable Life under the new manage- 
ment already has adopted the policy of in- 
vesting more heavily in real estate bonds 
and mortgages. 

The recommendation that deposits and 
loans with moneyed corporations be sub- 
jected to suitable restrictions refers, not only 
to amounts which insurance companies shall 
carry on deposit in subsidiary companies but 
also the rates of interest which should be 
received. 


Stop Wild Speculation. 

In the inquiry recently concluded it was 
shown the several companies had invested 
money in corporate bonds to aid In float- 
ing doubtful enterprises, also for the pur- 
pose of speculation, and the committee's 
recommendation on this subject will be 
aimed, of course, to prevent a repetition of 
these occurrences. 

The evidence adduced before the Arm- 
strong committee was that there were fifty 
or sixty different forms of policies in the 
field, many of them. constructed in ambigu- 
ous terms, so complex that to the ordinary 
policy holder they mean next to nothing. 
Many witnesses, Including representatives 
of the state insurance department, recom- 
mended the fixing of a limited number and 
policy. 

A uniform system of audits and accounts 
with proper supervision by the state insur- 
ance department will mean that it will be 
impossible to have a repetition of the Hamil- 
ton payments by the New York Life and 
the granting of commissions and other 
perquisites which comprised the McCurdy 
family’s graft. 

Deferred Dividends Hard Hit. 

Not the least important to the insurance 
companies is the conclusion which the com- 
mittee has reached against the deferred divi- 
dend system. These policies are the ones 
which make possible the enormous reserve 
funds the companies have rolled up. They 
are policies which the companies have for 
several years striven to sell before all others. 
What restrictions the committee will recom- 
mend upon the system can only be conjec- 
tured, but it is likely that it will insist upon 
a periodic accounting to policy holders, if not 
a perfodic distribution. of dividends. 

That the committee has determined that 
the policy holders ought to have a more 
effective voice in the government of the 
companies undoubtedly means that some 
recommendations will be made in regard to 
the holding of proxies and the method of 
conducting the annual elections in the mu- 
tual companies 

It is thought, too, that the committee will 
recommend the repeal of section 56 of the 
insurance law, which prohibits a policy hold- 
er from bringing, suit against a life insur- 
ance company for an accounting without 
first obtaining the consent of the attorney 
general. 

It is possible, though, that the committee 
may propose some other check on such an 
action by a policy holder, as the officers of 
all the companies have contended the 
granting of unlimited power to a con- 
tract holder to bring an action of that sort 
would be exceedingly dangerous for the com- 
panies. _

Law Introduced 
by Hogg of Colorado Incorporates 
Chicago Judge’s Suggestions. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 4.—A bill following 
the outlines of a plan proposed by Judge 


- Grosscup of Chicago for the settlement of 


complaints of unjust rates and practices in 
railroad transportation was introduced today 
by Representative Hogg of Colorado. 

It provides for the abolition of the pres- 
ent interstate commerce commission and the 
substitution therefor ef a transportation com- 
mission consisting of three members in whom | 
is to be vested all of the powers of the pres- 
ent commission and upon whom is cast the 
duty of proceeding in the name of the United 
States in a special transportation court, when 
they shall have reasonable grounds for belief 


that the law is being violated. 


The special court is to consist of seven 
members, three of whom are to be new ap- 
pointees, the other four to be designated 


-. from the existing Circuit courts. The court 


is to sit at such places as the public con- 
venience requires, and from its decision ap- 
peals on points of law will be made by writ 
of certiorari to the Supreme court of the 
United States. 

The bill provides for the publicity of ac- 
eounts, methods of keeping the same, and 
makes owners and operators of private cars 
subject to the provisions of the act. 

The purpose is to preserve all of the benefits 
of the present commission in the capacity

we acquired valuable naval and coaling sta- 
tions as therein provided, for the construc- 


making such large expenditures. Whether 
this would give us any serious trouble or not 
is immaterial It would at least be disagree- 
able and unfortunate, because it would put 
the United States in the attitude of having 
failed to perform its part of a moral obli- 
gation after the value therefor had been 
fully received.” 


How Isle Was Colonized. 

In connection with this report of Senator 
Foraker, there are some official papers bear- 
ing upon the method adopted by certain 
people to induce others to go to the island. 
There have been many honest settlers 
sent there, and they are fully convince 
that their Investment is a good one, Whether 
the government is American or Cuban. They 
are people who have received consideration 
from the senate, and if it had not been for 
these good American citizens the treaty 
would have been ratified long ago. 

A few enterprising Americans actually 
went to the Isle of Pines and located on pub- 
lic lands under the United States’ home- 
stead laws without paying a cent for them. 
Many thousands of acres of land were pur- 
chased. by land companies formed in the 


poses. These include the Isle of Pines 
company in New York, with a holding of 
106,775 acres; the Isle of Pines Land and 
Development company of Iowa, which has 
title to 22,218 acres; the Santa Fe Land 
company of Iowa, which purchased 27,437 
acres; and the Almacigos Springs Land 
company, which, altogether, has 14,000 
acres.- The government is in possession of 
a list of the stockholders of all these com- 
panies, but since the original report was 
made by Minister Squiers other companies 
have been organized for the, same purpose, 
notably the Canada Land and — com- 
pany of Wisconsin. 


Corporations Behind the Deal. 

It has been said all along that there were 
certain large corporations fighting the treaty, 
and Senator Foraker in his report charges 
these corporations directly with the principal 
responsibility for misrepresentation in regard 
to the sovereignty of the Isle of Pines and the 
intentions of the United States governmen:. 
The report to be considered at the meeting 
tomorrow says: 

These companies in their advertisements 
scattered throughout the United States gen- 
erally have represented that the Isle of 
Pines was a possession of the United States, 
and that citizens of the United States ac- 
quiring property and establishing residences 
there would be under the protection, juris- 
diction, and government of the United Btates. 
In this way, rather than by any act of gov- 
ernment, or any official having authority to 
bind the government of the United States, 
the people who have gone to the Isle of Pines 
have been misled, if they have been misled 
at all.“ 

As evifftnce of the gross misrepresentation 
which some of these companies have been 
guilty of it is worth while reprinting an ex- 
tract from a prospectus issued by the Isle 
of Pines company’ of New York, now in the 
senate files. which says: 

The Isle of Pines is the latest of Uncle 
Sam's territorial acquisitions. By the treaty 
of Paris, Spain ceded to the United States 
all her island possessions in the West Indies. 
except the island of Cuba. But as the Isle of 
Pines has for administrative purposes always 
been a part of Cuba, it became necessary, in 
order to carry out the intent of the treaty; to 
expressly separate the Isle of. Pines from 
Cuba. This was effected through the Flatt 
resolution, which was accepted by the Cuban 
constitutional convention completely, the 
effect being that all products of any kind will 
now come into any state of the union free 
from the duty levied on Cuban products. 
This saving of duty as between all products 
from the Isle of Pines and from Cuba, will. 
in itself, constitute a handsome profit, while 
on some articles, such as tobacco and cigars, 
the saving is remarkable.”’ 

It would be difficult to construct a pars 
graph containing more gross misstatements 
than this, and the assertion that the prod- 
ucts of the Isle of Pines would at once come 
into the United States free of duty has been. 
it appears, used constantly by all of the com- 
panies in inducing innocent purchasers te 
settle in the island. Inasmuch as there never 
has been a time when the title of the island 
was not at least in dispute and no one ever 
proposed to abolish customs duties which 
were in full force at that time, even from 
Porto Rico, the prospectus is manifestly a 
case of false pretenses to secure the money of 
innocent purchasers.

Rebuffed; Loses Her Temper. 

At this point Mrs. Morris lost her temper 
and said she would “ sit down there until an 
opportunity was given her to see Mr. Roose- 
velt.“ 

The assistant secretary retorted that she 
must not sit there, but must leave the bulld- 
ing, adding by way of warning that he would 
dislike to employ forcible means. 

The woman did not move, and two police- 
men came forward and seized her, one on 
each side. Declaring she would not submit 
to brutal treatment, Mrs. Morris became hys- 
terical and resisted the efforts of the police- 
men, but was overpowered and removed from 
the lobby. 

When they had taken her out of the door 
of the executive building the policemen, still 
holding tightly to Mrs. Morris, started for 
the driveway which leads to the porte cochére 
on the north side of the White house proper, 
but the woman resisted and refused to walk.

Negro Helps to Drag Her Along. 

A negro, said to be a White house servant, 
rushed out from the basement of the mansion 
and, seizing her feet, assisted the officers in 
half dragging, half carrying the struggling 
woman to the end of the east terrace, a dis- 
tance of nearly 100 yards. 

During the progress of this enforced journey 
Mrs. Morris called piteously in hysterical 
tones to the bystanders, some of whom were 
expressing indignation at the manner ip 
which she was being treated, to come to her 
assistance. 4 

Her outer clothing was half torn from her 

body, and her gloves, handkerchief, card case, 
and a piece of jewelry were strewn along the 
way. 

At the east terrace a cab was called and 
Mre. Morris was taken in it to a police sta- 
tion, where she collapsed. When she recov- 
ered she was taken in a cab to the house of 
detention. Here Policeman Frick appeared 
and preferred the charge of insanity, but 
when the examining physicians had pro- 
nounced Mrs. Morris to be sane the charge 
was changed to that of disorderly conduct. 


Representative Hull Blamed. 

It was said tonight by a person who 
claimed to be familiar with the case of Dr.

BOSTON BANK IS CLOSED; 
BUSINESS ENJOINED BY COURT 


State Savings Bank Commissioners Al- 


lege That Provident Company Is Un- 
able to Meet Its Obligations. 


Boston, Mass., Jan. 4.—An injunction re- 
straining the Provident Securities and Bank- 
ing company of this city from doing further 
business was applied for this afternoon in 
the Massachusetts Supreme court by the 
State Savings bank commissioners. The 
court issued a temporary injunction and a 
hearing will be held tomorrow on the ques- 
tion of appointing a receiver. The commis- 
sioners alleged that the company was una- 
ble to meet its obligations. 

The Provident Securities and Banking com- 
pany has engaged in the general banking 
business, but has made a specialty of solicit- 
ing small deposits. Several weeks ago the 
attention of the savings bank commissloners 
was called to the company’s affairs and an 
investigation followed. 

According to the evidence of the commis- 
sioners in the Supreme court today, the 
money deposited with the company, which 
aggregated $182,000, had been poorly invested. 
At agiven moment the commissioners allege 
that no more than $1,800 could nave been 
relaized by the company for the purpose of 
meeting any obligations. The commissioners 
were of the opinion that the best interests of 
the community and of the depositors were 
concerned by bringing about the suspension 
of the company's business and by the nam- 
ing of a receiver to take charge of its af- 
fairs. 

Samuel Dalton, for many years adjutant 
general for Massachusetts, is president - the 
bank. 

James S. Otis of Malden, one of the com- 
missioners, stated tonight that the board 
had found the Provident Securities and Bank- 
ing company in a ‘“ deplorable state.“

William E. Rafferty has been chosen as 
secretary of the civil service commission to 
fill the vacancy caused by the death of T. J.

ENGINEERS CLAIM FRAUD. 


Philadelphia Employes in Charge 
of Work Testify Against 
John W. Hill. 


Philadelphia, Pu., Jan. 4.—According to the 
testimony of engineers employed by the city

The first statement was dated Jan. 23, 
1902, and showed 2.49 per cent of the work 
of shaft excavation completed, the cost be- 
ing $31,722. The second, dated Feb. 5, 1902. 
showed 7.44 per cent of the work done with 
the cost at $94,785. The. district attorney 
said this latter amount included payment for 
— contractors’ plant and declared it to be 
alse. 

Mr. Garrett testified that the total percent- 
age of work done at the time the statements 
were presented was 3,39, which should have 
cost $41,277. 

The district attorney then took up the third 
charge against Hill, which concerned the 
filter beds of the Torresdale plant. Accord- 
ing to Engineer Garrett the city controller's 
statement included the value of the contrac- 
tors’ plant. Without this, he said, the price 
should have been $538,769 less than the valu 
given in the statement for filters and the 
price for the basin should have been $19,252 
less than the stated value. 

Figuring on 20 per cent of the value re- 
tained as surety by the cfty, he said, the 
contractors had been paid 388,418 more than 
they would have been paid had the item for 
contractors’ plant been left out. 


City Paid Private Bills. 


Pius M. Specher, an assistant engineer in 
the bureau of filtration, testified that in 
places where the specifications called for 
concrete the contractors had used cobble- 
stones and gravel. 

„Now,“ said Mr. Bell, I want to call the 
court’s attention to the fact that, while the 
contractor should have filled this excavation 
with concrete, at an aggregate cost of $204, - 
680. or $10 a cubic yard. which he should have 
paid himself, it was filled with this other ma- 
terial, and the city paid for the work. Thus 
the contractor was not only released from 
the obligation but was paid for the job.” 


CHICAGO REAL ESTATE MAN 
IS CONVICTED IN OREGON. 


A. T. Kelliher Found Guilty of Procur- 
ing Fraudulent Signatures to State 
Land Certificates. 


Alfred T. Kelliher, a Chicago read estate 
dealer, was convicted at Salem, Ore., yester- 
day of procuring the fraudulent signing of 
certificates for the purchase of state lands. 
It is said the case will be appealed to the 
Supreme court. 

Kelliher came to Chicago a year ago and 
opened an office at 164 Dearborn street. He 
dealt extensively in western lands, and it is 
thought that his operations in Oregon, where 
he-owns considerable property, may have 
led to his arrest. 

He roomed with the family of Roy S. Wha- 
ples at 149 Locust street, and had been in 
Salem on business for nearly a month. He 
was expected back this week. He formerly 
lived in Salem, and it is said his wife and 
mother still live there. Kelliher is about 50 
years old.

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THE GREEK COLONY. 


Wednesday night nearly a thousand 
Greeks and a few scores of invited Ameri- 
cans joined at Hull house in a brilliant 
“ Greek-American meeting.” The hall was 
draped with “the flags of two nations,” 
atid the portraits of King George and Presi- 
dent Roosevelt flanked the parthenon: There 
was a display of evening dress, an orchestra 
discoursed music, and the mayor with his 
wife graced the occasion. There were ad- 
dresses, among others, by a Greek priest, a 
representative of the bench, and a univer- 
sity professor, and several of these addresses 
were almost as redolent of classie days as 
though the occasion hed been a college com- 
mencement. 

The dominant object of this first formal 
public meeting between Americans and the 
Greek community was twofold. On the 
one hand it was to have the character and 
the status of the Greeks in Chicago ad- 
vantageously set forth before the public, 
and so to disarm prejudice against them as 
“immigrants.”” On the other hand, the 
object was to challenge the Greeks them- 
selves in their best efforts to win and de- 
serve American esteem. They have special 
problems to meet in adjusting themselves to 
n new and a western country. These prob- 
lems were not specifically dealt with at this 
meeting. Its purpose was rather to utilize 
the classic past as credentials and as a sum- 
mons for the future. Its spirit was that of 
broad cordiality and fellowship. They have 
these problems to meet, however, as they 
well know, and this meeting should give 

energy and confidence therefor. 

Perhaps the most important general con- 
‘gideration urged on this occasion was the 
thought that the Greek community of Chi- 
cago represents traditions and capacities 
* which should properly become a valuable 

constituent element in the cultural and 
virile life of the city. A dozen years ago 
there were but a handful of Greeks here. 
Now it is estimated that there are nearly 
10,000, and that there are ten times as 
many in the country. They have two 
churches and two or three papers in Chi- 
cago. They have ten papers and fifteen 
churches in the whole country. They are 
rapidly absorbing the retail fruit, flower, 
and candy trade of the large cities. They 
are enterprising and thrifty. Their churches 
and benefit societies here watch over needy 
‘members so efficiently that none has ever 
become a public charge. 

The Greeks in Chicago are not lacking in 
pride. Sometimes they appear to be over- 
stocked with it. It is not such a bad com- 
modity, however, to be afflicted with, and 
the appeal of its possessors in this case is 
not alone to ancient times. Modern Athens, 
for example, is becoming a worthy present. 
day city, and Chicago Greeks have to their 
credit not only the successful production 
here by amateurs of several Greek plays but 
also a business record of energy. and suc- 


cess. Their recent meeting may be accepted 


as a pledge of new efforts by the local Greek 
community to become a distinctively valua- 
ble element is cosmopolitan Chicago.

“EFFICIENCY” MAC. 

Mayor McClellan has cut loose from Tam- 
many hall, and there is no jikelihood of a 
reunion. He has announced that during the 
next four years he will serve no faction and 
no party, but the people only. His appoint- 
ments to the principal offices in his gift indi- 
cate that he-means what he says. 

The Tammany district leaders who are 
denied the positions which Murphy had 
promised them say the mayor is an ingrate. 
That is not true. He owes no debt of grati- 
tude to Tammany hall. He had a bare 
plurality, and votes numbering many times 
that plurality were contributed by independ- 
ents and republicans who either admired 
him for the record he hnd made in his pre- 
vious term, or who wished to insure the 
defeat of Mr. Hearst. They voted for Me- 
Clellan in spite of, and not because of, Tam- 
many. ‘That organization was faithless to 
him. Policemen, firemen, and other city 
employés voted for Hearst. The policemen 
met before election and gave notice of their 
intentions, Tammany was false to its own 
candidate. That was enough to absolve him 
from all obligations to it. 

Mayor McClellan is iu a position where 
he is free from all party debts. Nothing 
stands in the way of his fulfilling his duty 
to the people. He has made “ efficiency ” 
his watchword. He has told his appointees 
that he shall hold them to a “ strict and effi- 
cient ” performance of duty, and that the 
only qualification they must exact of their 
subordinates is efficiency.“ 

If performance shall equal promise and 
the mayor give New York an “ efficient ” 
administration for four years he will have | 


his reward, That reward may be more than 


the consciousness of work well done. He 
may become so much more prominent and 
popular than he is now that instead of the 
end of his term coinciding with the close of 
his political career, as he intimates will be 
the case, it will be the commencement of a 
larger. political career. 

It can be said with truth of Mayor Mc- 
Clellan that he is a man of great ability, 
with an attractive personality. He has had 
a fine education, is resolute, courageous, and 
is capable of being as good a mayor as New 
York has ever had. He has served in con- 
gress, and was selected as one of the demo- 
cratic members of the important ways and 
means committee. He showed soon that he 
was thoroughly qualified to perform the du- 
ties of his office. He is still a young man, 
and is, perhaps, quite premature in saying 
that the mayoralty will be the last public 
office to be filled by him. The people may 
not be willing to take him at his word. They 
will be less willing than they were before 
when they perceive that he has parted com- 
pany with Tammany hall. 


A RASH IMPRESARIO. 

Herr Conried, impretzario of the New 
York Metropolitan opera house, has been 
in collision with local No. 14 of the chorus 
union and has come out of it damaged but 
belligerent. He has shown himself a sturdy 
disciplinarian and possessed of resources, 
though his audience did not appear to enjoy 
either his methods of discipline or his 
artistic resources—at least that part of the 
audience in the balcony and the gallery, 
which is usually the musical part. 

The opera chorus telephoned, probably in 
the rampant Italian manner, for more sal- 
ary upon the eve of the performance, and the 
indignant Herr Conried “ hung up his re- 
ceiver” with a bang and a curt good 
night.” Thereupon the opera chorus, under 
instructions from local No. 14 of the chorus 
union, struck. The hour was 6. The opera 
was Faust.“ The sale was big. Most 
managers would have surrendered, but not 
Herr Conried. He is made of sterner stuff. 
If the chorus singers were not there then 
Faust should be given without chorus. 
It was a daring experiment, for of all operas 
“Faust” depends most largely upon the 
chorus for its effect and for its popularity. 

The outcome was that neither Mme. 
Eames, nor the great Caruso, nor the equally 
great Plancon could reconcile a_perform- 
ance of Gounod’s masterpiece without the 
chorus. Perhaps if Mile. Bauermeister had 
been on the stage she might have saved it, 
but alas that delightful operatic “ omnibus 
has retired forever from the stage and there- 
by made the discouragements of managers 
more numerous. Faust soliloquized in vain 
after his long vigil without the gay chants 
of the peasant girls and the laborers wend- 
‘ing their way to the harvest fields to cheer 
them up. Mephistopheles could have been 
bot a lay figure in the Kermesse without 
‘those choruses of the students, the soldiers, 
the old men, women, and girls, which are so 
quaintly contrasted. Without the discomfi- 
ture of Mephistopheles in the cross chorus 
and the gay waltz, it could have been only the 
skeleton of a Kermesse. Can one well im- 
agine the cathedral scene without the Sol- 
diers’ March when Valentine returns, and 
the monkish chant of the Dies Ire,” min- 
gling with Marguerite’s appeals for mercy 
and the mocking outbursts of the tempter? 
And what kind of an act must the last have 
been without its Walpurgis revel and the 
celestial chorus of apotheosis as Margue- 
rite’s spirit is carried up into the flies by the 
angels and Faust is left behind lamenting, 
while his red cloaked friend comes to grief 
at the hands of the archangel? 

It is possible te- conceive of the Faust 
choruses being given without the recitatives 
or arias and commending themselves to an 
audience, but not the opera without chorus. 
If Herr Conried expects to worst local No. 
14 in this fight he must drop the chorus 
operas, particularly “ Faust,” and give his 
audiences a repertory of Wagner and 
Strauss and some of the modern Italians in 
whose operas the chorus does not count for 
much and never can be missed.” But to 
give Faust without chorus is to give the 
storm without the wind. It is no wonder 
that the gallery musicians greeted his an- 
nouncement with derision. If Herr Conried 
gets too strenuous with his discipline even 
the boxes may revolt, and then there may be 
neither chorus nor solos. Nothing but a 
deficit. 


EXCHANGE oN ‘OUTSIDE CHECKS. 
In the controversy between the local banks 
and business men over the action of the 


bank at Oshkosh or Kalamazoo. If he sends 
a draft on Chicago it is promptly cashed 
here and that ends the transaction. The 
case is different if, as he is more likely todo, 
he shall send a check upon a bank at Oeh- 
kosh. The Chicago business man who re- 
celves the check on the Oshkosh bank takes 
it to a Chicago bank and, under the system 
heretofore prevailing, gets cash or credit for 
the full amount of it. The Chicago bank 
then sends the check to the Oshkosh bank 
for collection. The Oshkosh bank insists 
upon being paid for this service. Therefore, 
when it sends the money it deducts from it 
and keeps, say, one-tenth, or one-fifth, or one- 
quarter of 1 per cent of the face of the check 
as exchange.“ 

Now, plainly, under this system the Chi- 
cago bank is out of pocket not only the post- 
age, the stationery, and the trouble of col- 
lecting the outside check but it is also out of 
pocket the amount of the exchange on it. It 
has given the man or firm to whom the check 
was sent cash or credit for its full face value, 
It has got back the face value of the check 
less the exchange. Ought this loss to fall 
upon the bank? It has fallen upon the bank 
in-the past, and the business men maintain 
that it ought to in future. The banks con- 
tend that it ought not to. They are willing, 
they say, to be out the postage and trouble 
of forwarding outside checks to the banks 
on which they are drawn, but they consider 
it only right that the houses that present the 
checks to them should phy the exchange 
upon them—that they should ask and re- 
ceive cash or credit not for the full face value 
of the checks they present but for their face 
value less what the outside bank will charge 
for collecting them. 

That banks ought to be reimbursed for 
their losses on outside checks would seem 
unquestionable were it not being questioned. 
The fact that the contrary practice has pre- 
vailed here in the past, and still prevails 
in most other places, is not pertinent to the 
case. A practice is not necessarily wise or 
fair because old or general. The banks of 
New York, St. Louis, Omaha, and several 
other places have already found it advisable 
to do what those of Chicago are doing. It 
is easy, however, to see why the banks’ pa- 
trons should dislike the change. The ex- 
change on a single check is a small matter. 
On all the outside checks received by one of 
the big business houses in a year it comes 
to a large sum. 

While the banks are in the right, probably 
their patrons are not unduly alarmed con- 
cerning the probable effects of the introduc- 
tion of the new system. The banks have not 
in the past paid the expense of collecting 
outside checks out of a spirit of generosity. 
Competition drove them to do it. Competi- 
tion is still active, and nobody need be sur- 
prised if it causes a resumption of the old 
practice before the end of the present year 
or in a comparatively short time.

Baron Philip Mumm von Schwarzenstéin, 
who has just been appointed by the kaiser 
to be the first ambassador of Germany to 
Japan, is wel} known in this country, where 
he represented Germany for a time as chargé 
Faffalres and as minister, and has many 
friends in America. For a number of years 
past he has been the emperor's representa- 
tive at Peking, and the skill with which he 
solved several intricate questions and pro- 
tected Teuton interests has won for him sev- 
eral tokens of imperial recognition in the 
shape of orders of knighthood, the rank of 
chamberlain, and the title of baron. Al- 
though the latter is, therefore, of modern 
date, the Mumm family is an old one and 
has figured for hundreds of years, in fact 
ever since the beginning of the sixteenth 
century, among the patricians of the until 
1866 independent city of Frankfort. The an- 
cestral castle of Schwarzenstein has been in 
the possession of the Mumms since 1514. 

Baron Mumm took the place at Peking of 
the ill fated Baron Ketteler, who, it may be 
remembered, was murdered there at the out- 
set of the boxer troubles. He has put in 
nearly six years at Peking, which is terribly 
unhealthy, and save for the political ques- 
tions, which are always more or less acute, 
extremely dreary. The promotion, there- 
fore, to Tokio will be a pleasing one and the 
large private fortune of the baron will enable 
him to impart a degree of pomp and state to 
the new German embassy in Japan without 
any regard to the Umitations of the salary 
and allowances pertaining to the post. The 
baron is well known at Bar Harbor and at 
Newport and has been a close friend for 
many years of President Roosevelt. It may 
be added that he is a bachelor.

But while Norway figures for the 
first time separately from Sweden and finds 
a place between the Netherlands and Aus- 
tria, no mention is made of the namie of her 
new king, as on Nov. 15, the date on which 
the forms were closed by the publishera at 
Gotha, no decision had been reached with 
regard to the election of King Haakon. 
Among the notable changes are the trans- 
formation of the count régent of Lippe into 
sovereign prince of Lippe and of his imme- 
diate relatives from counts and countesses 
Into princes and princesses. The name and 
family of the German chancellor, who was 
created prince last summer on the occasion 
of the crown prince’s wedding, also has 
been added. 

If Corea still figures as an independent em- 
pire, with no reference to its vassalage to 
Japan or to the protectorate which the lat- 
ter has assumed over it, it is because Japan 
alone of all governments declines to furnish 
the publishers with any official data or in- 
formation. The Japanese long have borne a 
grudge against the Almanach de Gotha owing 
to the refusal of the publishers to include 
the emperor and empress of Japan among the 


sovereign houses to ‘which part I. of this fa- 


mous almanach isdevoted. Turkey, Monaco, 
and Montenegro are comprised therein, but 
not the reigning house of Japan, despite the 
fact that the latter is now recognized ag a 
great power. The publishers of the almanach 
are, however, intensely independent, and 
declined to even allow themselves to be bul- 
lied by the first Napoleon when the latter 
sought to compel them to modify their al- 
manach according to his views as regards 
the rights to the various thrones-of Europe. 
The almanach is extremely conservative. 
But perhaps some day the editors may at 
length consent to find a place for the mikado 
and for the members of his house in part I. 
among the other dynasties of the civilized 


nations.

The princess de Polignac, who was Miss 
Winnaretta Singer, her dead sister’s hus- 
band, the small duc de Decazes, and the 
princess’ brothers are now engaged in suing 
Paul Sohege for the large fortune which 
was bequeathed to him by their mother.

URGES REMEDY FOR EVILS 
~IN LOCAL REVENUE SYSTEM. 


Prof. Charles Edward Merriam of the 
University of Chicago Suggests 
State Commission to Devise a New 
Scheme of Taxation. 


A report describing the chaotic and archaic 
systems of collecting and disbursing munic- 
ipal revenues in Chicago and outlining rec- 
ommendations for the reform of the evils 


cited was made public yesterday by the City. 


club. The report is an exhaustive treatise 
of 161 pages written by Prof. Charles Edward 
Merriam of the political science Cepartenent 
of the University of Chicago. 

After detailing the inefficiencies of the 
county and state taxing systems and the slip- 
shod methods of the city government in col- 
lecting and expending its revenues, the re- 
port recommends the creation of a state rev- 


enue commission which shall investigate and J 


recommend an improved taxation scheme. 
The abolition of personal property assess- 
ment as an antiquated and unjust device is 
especially advocated. The consolidation of 
the gight local taxing bodies is held to be the 
only means of securing a systematic and 
economical administration of local govern- 
ment. 

With its extensive area to govern, Chicago 
has the lowest tax and total revenue and 
the lowest debt of any city of its class in the 
world. On taxation Prof. Merriam sums up 
the situation thus: 

The general tax on both real and personal 
property is everywhere recognized as vicious, 
and in this respect is no worse and no better 
in Chicago than elsewhere. The local ag- 
gravations are the presence of a group of 
competing governments dividing the local 
tax under the complicated Juul) law, and 
the failure to collect taxes until long after 
the fiscal year has passed. Thesituation de- 
mands a consolidated city rate, with a sys- 
tem. of city assessment and collection of 
taxes. In order to save the heavy expense 
of anticipating tax receipts, either the period 
of assessment should be advanced, or a sur- 
plus accumulated sufficient to obviate the 
necessity for temporary loans.“ 

— ~~ o 

‘The tax rate of Chicago, the report con- 
tinues, is notoriously low, and the tax re- 
ceipts must eventually be ralsed to a higher 
figure if the city is to compete with others 
of its class. This increase might be brought 
about either by raising the valuation of 
property or by making an advance in- the 
rate of taxation. Unless miscellaneous rev- 
enue is developed in a remarkable way, one 
or the other of these alternatives must be 
faced, provided the government of Chica 
is to be placed on the proper level of e 
ciency. If, however, such an increase in tax 
revenue is obtained, it should be accom- 
pented by several important modificationsof 
city policy. The city ought, in justice to the 
property owner, to bear a share of the origi- 
nal cost of local improvements, seeing to it 
that in the expenditure of such money the 
most rigid economy is observed; and, further- 
more, the city ought at its own expense to 
repair and repave streets once paved. More- 
over, street cleaning should be furnished at. 
public cost, and not at the private expense 
of property owners. 

“Ultimately the personal property tax 
must be abolished and adequate subetitutes 
provided, as the iniquities of the present 
system render its long continuance out of 
the question. Just at the present moment 
this difficulty need not be met, but the in- 
evitable tendency away from euch a tax 
should be clearly recognized and preparation 
made to meet the new conditions.“

The collection of water rentals is found to 
be far from thorough on account of an in- 
sufficient force of employés to enforce collec- 
tion in Chicago's large territory. Ina similar 
manner the Mcense system is defective. An

Un- 
less Germany surrenders completely upon the 
tariff question to the United States a policy 
of retaliation will be instituted by this coun-

Conferences have been held between the 
administration and members of congress, and 
it has been decided ically to have con- 
gress enact a bill before March 1, when the 
existing tariff with Germany will expire, 
authorizing the secretary of the treasury to 
impose an additional duty upon the imports 
ot any country discriminating against Amer- 
ican products. 

Secretary Root has abandoned all hope 
of making a commercial treaty of a reciprocal 
character with Germany and he will refuse 
to accept the only portion of the minimum 
rates which the German government has of- 
fered in place of all now enjoyed by the 
United States. There is nothing left but a 
tariff war. 

It is a conclusion which the administra- 
tion has come to regretfully, but with 
equanimity. It is prepared to renew the 
agreement which Germany has denounced 
with a provision that when the time is more 
opportune a treaty of reciprocity be nego- 
tiated. But Germany feels, so far as she has 
expressed her views on the subject, that 
she cannot wait indefinitely upon the pleas- 
ure of this country. She has adopted a max- 
imum and a minimum tariff. For valuable 
concessions she has granted a minimum tariff 
to European nations. It would strike at the 
root of a system determined upon after 
years of study, if she were to accord the same 
advantages to the United States without cor- 
responding concessions.

Germany's Offer Is Limited. | 

The plan which Ambassador von Stern- 
burg, in the name of ais government, has 
submitted to Secretary Root offers a simple 
solution from the point of view of his gov- 
ernment. It contemplates a concession of 
edual value, as measured in dollars and 
cents, by each government. The agreement 
the United States can offer under the Ding- 
ley law permits a reduction in duties amount- 
ing to between $300,000 and $400,000 annually 
upon German imports. Germany suggests 
that American products should receive a 
reduction of duties to the same amount 
and no more.

ing them where possible and legal, so that 
there may be no further complaint of injus- 
tice. 

It is not proposed hereafter that a foreign 
exporter, sending an article into the United 
States, shall be compelled to pay a heavier 
duty upon that article because of the action 
of an inspector at the port of arrival in elassi- 
fying it differently from what had been the 
rule hitherto. With the classification of 
imports satisfactorily adjusted much of the 
complaint of German manufacturers is ex- 
pected to be obviated.

Only One Thing to Do. 

But this concession cannot be accorded to 
Germany alone. It must be given equally to 
all countries. There is, congequently, no 
preference to Germany involved in it. So 
the president and Secretary Root are not 
building any great hopes that the German 
government will be enough pleased by it 
to accord a minimum tariff to the United 
States without other substantial concessions.

President E. F. Ripley Announces His 
Election as and Treasurer 
of the Company ‘te Succeed . 
Wilder—-William B. Jansen Is Ar- 
pointed Fourth Vice President—New 
Chicage « Havana Route of the 
Alton Will Be Opened Today. 


President E. P. Ripley of the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe railway yesterday 
made announcement of the election of Ed- 
ward L. Copeland as secretary and treasurer 
of the Santa Fe railway system, with head- 
quarters at Topeka, Kas. aucceeding E. 
Wilder, deceased. 

Mr. Copeland, who ie the youngest son of 
Dr. P. Copeland, one of the early settlers of 
northern Ilidnois, was born at Winnebago, 
III., Aug. 25, 1850. He went to Topeka in 
1879, taking a position in the Santa Vs audi- 
tor’s office, Two years later he was trans- 
ferred to the treasurer’s department. In 
1883 he became assistant cashier and in 1887 
cashier, holding the latter position up to this 
time. He is well known in financial circles. 

Another equally important change in the 
Santa Fe management is announced. Will- 
jam B. Jansen has been appointed fourth 
vice president and will have charge of the 
treasury, lands, and fuel properties, with 
headquarters in Chicago. 

This is a new position. He will continue to 
act as assistant to the president in other mat- 
ters. Mr. Jansen ia a Chicago product, being 
born in this city in 1868. ) 


New Route Opens Today. 


The new Chicago-Havana route opened by 


the Alton, Mobile and Ohio, and Munson 
steamship line will commence operations 
today. The first train over the new route will 
leave Chicago at 8 o’clock for Mobile, and will 
be known as the Havana limited. 

This train will be operated in close connec- 
tion with the Prince George, a new ocean 
going steamship of 8,000 tons, chartered for 
this winter’s service. The service by this 
new route will be weekly, leaving here every 
Friday afternoon at 8 o’clock. 


Take Up Baggage Question. 


The executive committee of the Western 
Passenger association held a meeting here 
yesterday and considered various matters 
pertaining to the checking of baggage and 
limitation of baggage liability. 

A proposition was adopted to have all 
clergy trip permits iseued by the chairman 
of the association, a fee of 25 cents to be 
charged. Reduced rates for a large number 
of meetings and conventions to be held dur- 
ing 1906 were granted. 


Farewell Dinner to C. F. Daly. 

A farewell dinner will be given this even- 
ing at the Auditorium hotel to Charles F. 
Daly, who has been made passenger traffic 
manager of the New York Central lines, with 
headquarters in New York. Mr. Daly has 
been passenger traffic manager of the Lake 
Shore and other Vanderbilt lines west of 
Buffalo for a number of years. 


Will Begin Work on Dock. 


The Chicago and Northwestern will at 
once begin work on the mammoth dock at 
Superior, Wis., which so far as capacity goes 
will surpass any dock of its kind on the 
great lakes and perhaps in the world. The 
cost is to be $6,000,000 


Roads Reject Pass Abolishment. 


Announcement is made unofficially that 
the agreenient among the railroads in the 
Central Traffic association to abolish passes 
absolutely is practically broken and the meet- 
ing held here to hear the reports of the pres- 
idents of the railroads on the matter of 
passes wae practically without result insofar 
as keeping all the roads in line with the 
Pennsylvania system in abolishing passes. 

The trunk Unes, like the Pennsylvania, 
the Baltimore and Ohfo, and the Norfolk 
and Western, stood together, but the smaller 
lines demanded that they be allowed to use 
their own option regarding passes to the 
newepapers. This was granted and a dozen 
subcommittees were appointed to hear cases 
in the Central Traffic district. 

This the trunk line officials declare virtually 
smashes the agreement abolishing passes. 
The Big Four and the Baltimore and Ohio 
announced that they have mileage books for 
the newspapers if they want them instead of 
cash for advertising. 


Rock Island Passes a Dividend. 

Directors of the Rock Island company, at 
a meeting in New York, passed a dividend 
om $54,000,000 of the preferred stock. The 
stook had been paying 1 per cent quarterly 
since February, 1903. That the directors 
would take such action was announced Nov. 
15, when dividends on the preferred. stock 
of the Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific rail- 
road were reduced from an 8% to a 6 per 
cent basis. 

It was said at that time that the reduc- 
tions in dividend on one class of stock and 
the cutting of the dividend in another case, 
both were made necessary by the extensive 
improvements to be made on its properties 
within the next few years. The control of 
the entire system is held through ownership 
of the preferred stock, which largely is in 
the hands of the directors of the company.
